(Editorial in Literary Review, N.Y., February 17,1923.) 


Too much is said about writing, and ndtenough of reading. It 
would seem that whereas only a few can write well and those only 
when they are prodded until their brains turn over at the proper 
Speed, any one who can spell can read. Not at all. MThere are 
10,000 bad writers for every bad author, and if the number of good 
readers in proportion to good writers proves to be as much as 500 
to one, the Authors League should give public thanks. For the right 
kind of reader enters sympathetically into the very purpose of the 


book he possesses, shares its emotion, and plucks out its thought, 
He is rare, 


Skipping and skimming may be virtues. Not all good books need to 
be eaten like scallops, a word at a time, as Bacon somewhat differ- 
ently remarked. But if your brain refuses to follow your author, 
if your imagination is phlegmatic, if you will not take the trouble 
to stretch your mind until it can take in a vigorous conception, why, 
then, who can write a book for you that has any width, length, or 
thickness to it? You are a little wire that will not take a power-

“We cannot afford such meagreness of the imagination here in the 
United States. Not only the past but the present challenges 
Sympathetic reading. All the racial minds have come to America and 
are beginning to write, Most American stories used to be about New 
England or the Far West. Now there are a hundred way stations. And 
when a poet from the prairies, a Jew from the sast Side, a Southern 
ironist, a New England professor, a naturalized Dutchman, and an Qld 
New Yorker publish books in one week, the reader must cultivate 
elasticity. 


This is no exhortation to read everything and like everything. On 
the contrary, it is a plea which, if heeded, will lead to a good 
deal of much needed damming of overadvertised novelties tolerated 
because, except by their friends, they are only half read, But how 
Can you either love or hate a book unless you grasp somehow the heart 
of it, tear out its significance, and make it your own: In the 
controversial days of the seventeenth century, when lives hung on a 
text, men are described as reading fiercely. That is the way to read, 
if the book deserves it, Or if not fiercely, then with some lighter 
@motion, awake and keen. Do not inflict a languid brain tzspon books 
that cost time and labor in the breeding. Put such a mind to sleep, 
or take it to the movies.

Started with a single bookshelf where a group of friends might help 
themselves, libraries today literally cover the lan¢c and are accessible to 
all. It is a question whether the kmowledge distributed through libreries 
is not the most directly applied of all. 

Franklin started that first library, nimself no mean contributor, and 
Since then Philadelpnia also started the first law library in 1802, the 
first permanent art institution, the first horticultural society, the first 
exclusive nevspaoer puilding, and the first motion picture show. 

A fev other "firsts" in this country are: the first almanac, first school 
vook, first Bible, first newsvaver, first magazine; first trade journal, 
first successful women's magazine-—-all of Philadelphia.
